A representative of the safe com­ 
pany was here yesterday and stated 
that the vault could be repaired with 
a new lock, as the 
doors 
to

vault were not damaged. The vault 
formerly was uspd by the Rushville 
National bank, when located in the 
building now used as the Elks club. 
The compartment in whicto money 
is kept, was not tampered with 
by 
the yeggmen. The place in which to 
work in order to reach this part of 
the safe is small, and would have 
caused them trouble. 
The 
money 
compartment also is 
doubly 
en­ 
forced with locks and would 
have 
proved a much more difficult job to 
enter than the large outer doors. 
It also is 
considered 
fortunate 
that the robbers overlooked a large 
books of stamps on the top shelf 
which contained more stamps than 
were taken. These, however, were of 
large denomination and were 
pre- 
canoelled. 


Postoffice inspectors, Postmaster 
G. P. Hunt and the assistant 
post­ 
master, Charles H. Rrown, shortly 
before noon 
today 
completed 
the 
task of checking up the loss in pos­ 
tage and revenue stamps in the rob­ 
bery here early Thursday 
morning, 
and it was intimated that 
approxi­ 
mately $10,000 worth was taken. 
The postal 
officials 
refused 
to 
give out any definite amount, but it 
was learned 
from good 
authority 
that the actual loss in 
stamps 
is 
virtually $10,000, most ol the loss 
being in revenue stamps. 
Postal Inspector Shaeffer of 
In­ 
dianapolis came yesterday noon and 
began the investigation and later in 
the day Inspector Beck from 
Cin­ 
cinnati arrived, and with the 
local 
officials the checking was liegun. 
No further clues have developed 
from those mentioned yesterday and; 
it is not thought probable that the 
robbers will be traced. 
The 
only 
real clue left was a soft felt hat and 
some of the tools which they aban­ 
doned while making their escape. 
Although there was several hun­ 
dred dollars in boxes in the vault, the 
robbers evidently were not intent on 
taking money or bonds. 
Postmaster 
Hunt had a box on a shelf 
which 
contained practically everything he 
owned in the way of bonds and va!" 
liable papers, but 
this 
was 
not 
touched. 
Inspector Beck, who arrived from 
Cincinnati in the afternoon, looked 
over the situation hurriedly and re­ 
marked that the office here was for­ 
tunate compared to several which he 
had visited 
recently that had suf­ 
fered a burglary loss. 
He stated that in all cases the rob­ 
bers are looking for stamps, and do 
not touch the money or bonds. He 
said they have a ready market some 
place for the revenue stamps espec­ 
ially, as well as the postage stamps. 
Large mail order concerns in the

plain that these 
new regulations were so drawn as to 
liv the recent legislature. The

out 
city additions. 
Forty-seven bills were 
signed by 
the governor. With the aid of Attor­ 
ney General Lesh and other legisla­ 
tive advisors, t*he governor gave the 
measures rapid consideration in an 
effort to clear his desk by midnight.

Members of thê Mattox Circle, G. 
A. R., today denounced the accusa­ 
tions made by the members of 
the 
Woman’s Relief Corps in their peti­ 
tion to the county commissioners in 
which they asserted 
several things 
reflecting upon the new organization, 
and will probably take steps to have 
the matter 
straightened 
out with 
the county board. 
The Woman’s Relief Corps in their 
petition stated that the new organi­ 
zation was attempting to oust them 
from their headquarters on the third 
floor of the court house, because of 
a jealousy arising between the two 
organizations, 
each of which claim 
recognition with the Civil War vet­ 
erans. 
The members of the Mattox Circle 
claim that one member referred to 
as being 
instrumental 
in bringing 
the new organization here was not 
dishonorably discharged 
from 
the 
Corps, 
but requested 
a discharge 
which was granted. They assert fur­ 
ther that this woman was not 
re­ 
sponsible 
for the new organization, 
but three other women who withdrew 
from the Corps were responsible. 


One member of the new organiza­ 
tion, who also belonged to the Corps, 
stated that 
for the last two years 
each meeting 
of the Corps always 
contained 
discontent 
and quarrels 
over trivial matters and that the sit­ 
uation became unbearable for those 
who withdrew, to maintain member­ 
ship in the W. R. C. 
The members of the Mattox Circle 
do not 
deny 
that 
charges 
were 
brought against one 
member, 
but 
they maintain that the charges were 
for petty things, which were almost 
unreasonable 
grounds 
for 
a dis­ 
charge. 
This one woman was not 
alone, they say, but five others were 
charged 
as accessories, and when 
the Corps held what they termed as 
the trial, 
the main defendant was 
not present, and 
the 
prosecutors 
went to her home and told her with 
tears in their eyes that she 
would 
be expelled rom the ranks. 
This one woman, the Mattox Cir­ 
cle members 
point out, was among 
the main members of the W. R. C. 
and 23 members stood 
by her and 
withdrew their membership and have 
since joined 
the new organization, 
the Mattox Circle. 
The Mattox Circle claims also to 
have a good class of people afs its j 
members, which they 
point out 
is 
proof enough of their right of 
ex­ 
istence. 
The.new chapter was in­ 
stalled 
here with impressive cere­ 
monies recently,
